They 
sleep during the day. 

An ingenious method of patrol- 
ling large expanses of road at night 
has been devised here. Pickets are 
equipped with large searchlights, 
and they keep them focused on the 
Stretch of road ahead, producing 
the effect of a brilliantly lit street.

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Revolt in the 


Townsend Movement 


The Townsend movement has been con- 
vulsed by a new revolt against the reaction- 
ary policies of its founder, Dr. Francis E. 
Townsend. Twelve of its leading Officials have 
resigned in a body because of Dr. Town- 
send’s campaign against the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration, particularly his attacks on the 
Supreme Court reform plan. 

In the past year the Townsend move- 
ment has stumbled from disaster to disaster. 
It first won wide popular support because it 
expressed the desire of millions of Amer- 
icans for adequate old-age pensions.

Some of the charts and exhibits in this great national schoolroom 

at the Palace were most impressive. Farming is the major industry 

problem of Mexico, I therefore lingered longest at the agrarian ex- 
hibit. Some of the facts it demonstrated were quite remarkable. 

For example, in 1910, during the Diaz regime, there were 15 mil- 
lion inhabitants in Mexico. Some 80 per cent of them worked in agri- 
culture, but in all. Mexico there were oy 56,000 landowners! 
rest were feudal serfs, proletarians of the soil. 

In 1930, before Cardenas, there were 16 million inhabitants. But 
now, after twenty years of revolution, there were almost a million and 


a half slandowners. 


In 1936, after two years of Cardenas, the population was calculated 
to have increased by two million, and the number of landowners had 
increased by about a million, as many more in a few years as in the 
twenty previous years of revolution. 

In other words, since the advent of Cardenas the tempo of social 
reform in Mexico seems to have been speeded up by 2000 per cent! 
On the land question, perhaps, but since that is the basic reform in 
all Mexican reform, it is as good a gauge as any. 

There were exhibits of model villages that the government intends 
to establish among the peasants; with schools, theatres, better houses, 
‘collective methods of farming, etc. ... in short, science will at last 
penetrate to the villages, instead of the old superstition, dirt and 


darkness.

You can still see how the old system operated: on any hour’s 
ride outside of Mexico City: a great splendid church dominating the 
landscape, then as you approach, a village of miserable mud shacks 
thatched with straw nestling in its shadow. They never built a school, 
those old slave-owners;: but now the revolutionary dam has broken, 
and all peasant Mexico is clamoring for schools. 

Visiting the Ministry of Education here one.day, I was impressed 
by tiie excitement that prevailed around the place. Dozens of groups 
of peasants in their big straw hats and sandals and blankets were 
coming and going from the various offices scattered about the acres- 
long patio. I was told they were delegations from villages all over 
the republic, come to the capital to ask for schools, more schools! 
The people are waking up, and when a people awakes, the first thing 
it demands is education. This was as true in Russia as it is in Mexico 


today, which has as yet made only a partial revolution, and is still 
living under a modified form of capitalism.
